settled at Norwich on 5 May 1784. The papers in the Probate files at the State Library are so 
blurred as to be almost illegible. It was a very small estate with assets at either b6 or 416, | 
and debts at £21. No family data is given by which it might be identified. However, as two of 
his minor sons chose a guardian in Feb. 1783, it must be that this was the estate of our Matthew 
Coy, and his death must have occurred more than a year before the settlement. 
The mother of the family, Sarah (Hewitt) Coy, has been identified through a tradition handed 
down in the Mills family, that Lucy's son Hewit had his grandmother's maiden name. She is buried 
in the Shubael Coy plot, in Guilford Center Cemetery, her tombstone reading: "Sarah, wife of 
Mathew Coy, d. Oct. 7, 1810 - age 83." 
With this information, search was made for a Sarah Hewitt, and she was found at Stonington, 
Conn., dau. of Elkanah & Temperance (Keeney) Hewitt, b. 26 March 1729. Of course, the age is not : 
exactly right, but in the will of Elkanah Hewitt, dated 14 Feb. 1776 and probated on June 11t! 
following, she is called "my daughter Sarah Coye". This will indicates that Elkanah Hewitt was 
worried about the means of support available to his daughter Sarah, for he left b20 to each of : 
his other daughters, while Sarah's bequest reads: "I give to my daughter Sarah Coye &2 awful 
money values, to be paid, b5 per year, for 4 years - to be in such things as she shall want for 
her support, to be paid by my two sons Henry and Jonas." This bequest seems to fit into the % 
picture of a large family with very little in the way of assets. * 
There is no available record that Sarah (Hewitt) Coy ever lived at Norfolk, although at 
least 8 of her children did. In the Census of 1790, Ephraim Coy is listed as head of a house- | 
hold, consisting of 1 male, 1 female and 3 other free persons; perhaps it should have been listed : 
as the household of the Widow Coy and 4 of her sons. Neither is there any record available of 
the date of her migration to New York. She did not go with Shubael and his wife in 1797, as sh 
is not listed with his family in the Census of 1800, but she could have followed with the Mills ; 
] * family in 1805. At any rate, she did go there and is buried in Guilford Center Cemetery.

B FORBES OF NORTH CAROLINA AND ILLINOIS 


Dear g-g-grandfather Caleb Forbes: We think of you and your people. We wish we were 

better semsaianed with all of you. With this letter, we hope _ find among your descendants 

some who may help us to know you and your ancestors better than we do now. 

le record shows your parents were William and Thamar "Fo rbes; that you were born Monday 

9 May 1783--we believe in Camden or Currituck Co., North Carolina. Your mother's maiden name 

mt the name of your grandfather Forbes are unknown to us. William and Tamar had deeds recorded 
1780 and 1789 in Gamden County. The 1790 Census of Currituck County enumerated a William Forbes 
with 1 male 16+; males -16; females; and 1 slave. A will for William Forbes--Currituck 
County, Book 2, 1602--named wife Mary, and children: Lydia Evans, Caleb, Noey, William, Cortney 
(female), and Tammar. Executors, Luke Forbes and Noey Gregory. Is this your father's will? 


You met Mary Curling(Kurlin), 0. 19 Sept. 1782, dau. of Josiah and Mary Curling. You were 
married Sunday, 18 Jan. 1608. The first child, b. 23 Nov. 1809, was called William after your 
father. Next, a dau., Courtney(a name widely used in the Forbes family), was b. 25 Sept. 1811; 
Frances, b. 10 Sept. 1817; Peter, b. 12 July 1819; and Caleb Gregory Forbes, b. 

Then the Bible entries ceased and were again " resumed after Courtney's marriage. Was it in

these years between the birth of your son Caleb Gregory in 1825 and your restless urge to go 
West that you lost your wife, Mary Curling, and also your son Caleb Gregory? By the year 1630 
you were no longer satisfied to remain in North Carolina and you began looking for a new home in 
the midwest. You made a journey by horseback to Illinois, and finding a spot in the northern 
part of the state you returned to North Carolina for your family and household belongings. 


A history of Marshall County, Illinois tells us that you left Albemarle Sound, North 
Carolina in April 1831 with wife, Mary Elizabeth Lindsey, and your fo hildren. Your party 
included the Sawyer family. After trials and hardships through Indian country you arrived in e 
Putnam County, Illinois [this area cut off into Hopewell Twp., Marshall County in 1839], having 
traveled more than 1000 miles. You built a crude cabin among the elms. Do you know that now 
there is a huge depression in the ground that still remains to mark the cellar which you dug 
under that first cabin. There are still huge elms on that land even today “afte r 130 years. 
Perhaps they are the very ones that shaded your cabin when you settled upon that spot.
